Though Lord Aberdeen baa boon in Yio- 
toria before, yesterday waa the first oooasion 
on which he has oome to tho city since he 
became Govemor-Ganoral of Canada. There 
could be no mistaking the heartiness of Yio- 
toria's weloome to Ills Exoellonoy and the 
Countesa of Aberdeen. Tho immonso crowd 
gathered at the outer wharf ezpreeaed their 
loyal greeting with oheera and waving bate 
when tho diatinguiahed viaitora appeared 
among tham, and both t^e Jlarl and OouQ- 
teas must have fell) ifaa£ the' motto, eve/ the 
eutranoe to the dock, " yldtoria ia proud of 
our Qo'vemor-Generoli" waa not empty 
wordai" 

It was shortly fcfter four o'clock when tho 
Dominion steamer Quadra with tho vice- 
regal party on board tied up at the outer 
wharf. Tlio eoeno in tFio luvrbor was a pleas- 
ant and cheery one. Tho aun shone warm 
and bright ; the ahlpping was bedecked wilh 
bunting ; and all over the oity fiikgs were 
flying in honor of the oooaBlon. From 
the edge of the wharf a covered paasago way 
of evergreens and ljunting led to tlio big 
freight shed. Within thio building, the 
Mayor, Lieut. Govoriior IJswduey, and tho 
general reception committee stood waiting 
to torider a welcome, whila a guard cf honor 
ecnaiajtiDg of a hundred men of tho HC.Jj.

AlUr this the Oovornor-General led the 
way ashore witii tho Liout. Gjvornor, the 
Mayor following with the Countess. The 
B, 0. B G. A. band pluyed "GodSavethe 
Queen;" tho guardof honor presented arms, 
and every hut waa raised an tho Governor- 
Genoral bowing his acknowledgmenta en- 
tered the building. Both be and the 
CountoBS wore evidently delighted with 
their reception, tho distinguished lady's 
face beaming with amilea aa little Miss 
Etrle, daughter of Tbomaa Baria, VL P., 
praaented her with a lovely booqaat of 
flowers. 

After a short time spent in introduoing the

IN THE EVENING 

An Inuuenso Attendance at the Preaeutatiou 
of tiie Olvlo ' Address In the 
Drill Han. 

Largo as lb is, the drill hall was hardly 
large enough to accommodate all who turned 
out last night for the civic reception and 
promenade concert. Main floor and gal- 
leries were simply packed, and it was esti- 
mated that ut least 5,000 people were pro- 
asnt,. 

The deooratlon committee had done their 
work wall, and the reault waa that with 
evergreena and bunting, the great hail pre- 
sented a vary h'andaome. appearanoo. 
Flaga and atreamera hung from the 
roof, featoona of evergreena hid the 
raftera and the woodwork of the 
galleries. Ab one end waa. a band stand on 
a level with the gallery, covered with fliga 
and ornamented with stars of bayonets. A 
stately dais draped with flags was placed 
for the vice regal party. Above the ooutro 
was the royal arms, while the Canadian and 
oity arms also had a place in the adornment. 

God Save the Queen " and other suitable 
mottoes wore placed on either end of tho 
hall. 

As early as 7 o'clock tho place was crowd- 
ed, and confusion was only avoided by the 
excollent manner in which the mon of tho 
B.C. BG. A., asaistod by the police, per- 
formed the duty of keeping the " gang- 
ways " clear and not letting peflplo crowd

" Viotoria would be unworthy of the 
name she is proud to bear if her citizens did 
not rejoice at the opportunity of assuring 
the representative of our beloved Queen that 
distance has neither lessoned nor weakened 
our loyalty to the Crown, our devotion to 
our Sovereign, nor our unfaltering attach 
moot to the glorious traditions and Insti 
tations of our mother land.

Correspondence With Imperial An* 
tboritles With Respect to Records 
of Canadian Thoroughbreds, 



Manasrer Grayson of Huddart's Line 
Comluff Here— Report on the 
Seal Catch. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 3. — Correspondence has 
passed between the Dominion government 
and tho Imperial authorities respecting the 
omisaion of Canadian herd and stud hooka 
from the liata of recognized herd and atud 
booka oontainad in the^^ordera issQed by the' 
United Statea treasury relative to the im- 
portation of pedigree atcck. Ibe acting 
secretary of the treasury at Washington ex- 
plains that the omisaion ia due to tho fact 
that no registera of tho American continent 
are recognized except those of associatlona 
looated in the United States, unless such

This Iinpoitant Eailway Practically 
Completed— Tlie First Through 
and Its Passeugers. 



Mnch FreijrUt Already in the Yards 
and No Limit to the Traffic! 
in Sifirht. 



(From tbe Naknsp Ledge.) 

Snnday evening the track layers ronohod 
tThree Forks, the interior terminus of the 
Nakuep & Slooan railway, and to nil intontH 
and purpoaeo llio road is uow pruotioally 
completed. Iboiirsb through train from the 
Forka arrived In at midnight the mme day, 
without any demonitration to mark the 
event, bearing as pasBongere, ainonp! othoro, 
Jno. A. Mara, Capt. Troup, C. J. Loowen 
and D. MoGillivray. Finishing touches are 
now being put on tho road at the Forks, 
particularly sidings. There are yet two 
weeks work to be done on tho bridges and 
in ballasting the road bed. Still freight 
and passencers may be handled from end 
to end without difiioulty. An idea of tho 
immense amount of work accomplished by 
the gang of ICQ men may be taken from 
tlie faot that close to three miles 
of track were laid, one mile of 
bridges oonatruoted, and 1,250,000 
feet of timber handled in 10 days. This re- 
cord will be hard to beat by the same num- 
ber of men and under aimilar circumstances 
anywhere, if indeed it be equalled. Con- 
tractor Clements is now at the Forks, erect- 
ing the terminal buildings, and by the timo 
these are tioished the road will be taken 
over by the C.P.R. 

The amount of traSic in sight is consider- 
able. Twelve carloads of freight wore in 
the yards Sunday waiting to he taken to 
the Forks, and there uro many, many more 
on the way in. Hundreds of tons of ore aro 
waiting to come out, there being 800 tons 
from tho Slocun Star at tho Forks now, 
while ag much more can bu taken out of 
that mine in ;!0 days. But now, after bat- 
tling with difficulties innumerahlo, delays 
from various causes not less frequent, and 
despite tho jibes and joera of zoalouB oppon- 
ents, tho Nakuap & Slooan railway is an ac- 
complished fact, redounding in credit to 
the government which fostered tho scheme 
and to the plucky men who undertook tho 
h^izardous task, 

Messrs. Abbott, Marpolcaud other C.P.R. 
officials returned to Revelstoke Thurs- 
day after inspecting the railway. 
The result of their visit has been 
given out to the efTect that the C.P.R. will 
take the road over in two weeks, or so soon 
aa the upper end has been put in proper 
shape. The taking over the road is to a 
certain extent dependent upon the verdiot 
of the government engineers. Ibis step will 
inanre tbe operation of tbe road during the 
winter months, aa alao the river route to the 
Wigwam, to the great advantage of the 
whole country. Contraots have been made 
with the various mine owners for their ore, 
aggregating many thouaand tons. This will 
afford traffic sufiicient for the aeason. Littlo 
di£Sculty is anticipated from the snow, tho 
worst place being probably Summit City, but 
this will be attended to. 



SLOGAN FOLK HAPPY. 

''The Ulnlng Community Hopeful and the 
Whole Country In a i^oaperons 
Condition." 

(From tho Nukusp Lodge.) 

J. A. Mara, M P., and Capt. Troup, man- 
ager of tho C. & K S.N. Co., made a trip in- 
to the Slocan Thursday, returning Sunday 
night. Besides sizing up the business pros- 
pects of the otmp, they visited a number of 
the leading -mines, including the Alamo, 
Idaho and Slocan Star. Mr. Mara was 
Bsconisbed at the big displays of ore at 
the various properties. Ho thinks that 
at a consorvativo estimate 10,000 tons 
of ore will be shipped from th 
Slocan this winter. Tho mining 
community are hopeful, and the whole 
country appears to be in a prosperous con- 
dition. Mr. Mara opines there will be no 
difliculty in keeping open the Kevelstoko 
route during the winter. Tho fall bids fair 
to be an open one, with plenty of water to 
oover the sand bars. Should tho river 
freeze up, the C. P. R. has made arrange- 
ments to operate a sleigh ro»d from the 
Wigwam to Bannock point. In that case 
mail and express matter will continue to be 
handled via Nakusp. When the C. P. R 
takes over the N. ft S, R. tho interior mail 
will go on the ara. In tbe event of a 
blockade, the mail will reach here weekly, 
by way of Nelson and Kaalo. 

The gold olaima at Trail are all attracting 
considerable attention. TItIa camp ia several 
years old, but owing to the Slooan excite 
ment it has been overlooked. The ore is 
prinoipally gold, copper and iron, with 
some zinc in it. Two miles due south of 
the gold belt silver is found, Tho townsito 
near the mines is called Roes- 
land. Not long ago it v-'aa call- 
ed Thompson, and when tho post 
odioo is establiahod it will likely ho changed 
again. Two wagon roads radiato from tho 
mines. Ono is seven miles long and runs to 
Trail Linding on tho Columbia river. Tho 
other is sixteen miles in length and cnda la 
tho river opposite Northport. Tho latter 
road cost $-1,000 to build, the money having 
been put up by Stovons county, Wash., 
Northport, Spokane Northern railway and 
others interested. A Bmoltcr, either at 
Northport or the mines, ia talked of, and it 
will no doubt be built somewhere next year. 

J. Darraugh and W. Briggs returned 
from tho Cariboo creek camp on Monday, 
whither they had gone to inspect some of 
tho diacoverics. Almost ovory location was 
visited and specimens secured, wbioh Briggs 
ia sending out for assay. He intends beiog 
a heavy investor next year. They reported 
a ntimber of the placer claims still working, 
and will probably oontinne all winter. De- 
velopment work is proceeding on a number 
of the mineral olalms. Hugh Madden is 
said to have made a good strike of mineral 
farther up the creek. 

WEALTH IN MICA. 

Wonderful Deposits of This Valuable Mineral 
About to lifi Uevelopod, 

The Nakusp Ledge jusb to hand has tho 
following iotoroBtiug information concern- 
ing this as yet undeveloped source of wealth 
in this province : 

On the banks of a small stream now called 
Mica creek, on the opposite aide of tbe lake 
from town, some valuable disoovorios of 
mica have been made. Tho veins are about 
nine feet wide, and are found running plainly 
over the But fuco. Tho mica ia pure white 
in color and strips to any thickness. Solid 
blooka a foot and a half Equaro can bo 
taken out. The locators aro local mon, 
and they intend to fully develop 
tho propertioa, Access to tho oluinis 
is eaay, and they can be reached at any 
time from towDi These discoveries, with 



those on Cariboo oreek, give citizens the im- 
pression that Nakusp Is in tho centre of a 
rich and varied mineral locality, of which it 
is also tho feeder. The locations aro as fol- 
lows : 

Silver Star— four and a halt miles from 
Nakusp, on the west side of the Upper 
Arrow lake, on a stream now known as

Fauquior on Oct. 2-1, and re- 
oordpd Oct. 25. 

Glencoo— northeast of the Silver Star ;

McDouguld, F. Carsoi! and F. O Fauquier 
on Dot. 21, and reoordtd on Oct. 2.'). 

Britannia — south of Silver Scar and Glon- 
coe ; located and recorded on tho same dato 
by the last-named men. 

Hopewell — wcat of Silver Stor ; looated 
and recorded on tho same dato by sumo par- 
ties. 



AN ITALIAN SCRAPE. 

Giuseppe Capello to Stand Trial for Abduc- 
tion ami Seduction— Narrowly 
Escaped tho Knife. 

Vancouvkk, Nov. ;t. — (Special) — Tho 
Colonist was tho first to nientiou tho abduc- 
tion of the daughter of tho It^tlian Dantcs 
Falnto. To-day Olueeppe Capollo came up 
for bearing on a charge of abducting tho 
girl. The evidence went to show that the 
girl had just returned from viaitiog .the 
school in Chilliwaok. Rosena is a child of 
14 years, but remarkably well developed. 
Uiuseppe Capello asked her to go oil' with 
him, and eiie innocently complied. Tho 
Italian took tho girl to a cabin on tho out- 
skirts of tho city, and next day to his ranch 
up North. Her father said in court that if 
he had mot Capello ho would have killed 
him. Capello wna sent up for trial. A 
charge of seduotiou as well aa abduction 
will bo made against him. 



THE CAUSE A MYSTERY. 

Verdict of the Jury on the Death of C. A. 
Benson— FoUce Froteotlon Needed. 

Nanaimd, Nov, 3.— (Speoial)— The cor- 
oner's jury to-day heard evidence touching 
the death of C. A. Benson. Messrs. Van 
FarroU ond Doucot toatitiod that they wore 
crossing together in a bout from Road island 
to Camp island when they found a double 
ended skiff floating in tho water. On closer 
examination tho dead body of Benson was 
found inside. Tho head and shoulders of 
the body were under the water and the boat 
showed it had been washed on and off tho 
beach. The surgeon who had made the post 
mortem teatitied that there wore bruises on 
the cheat, neck and head, tho wounds on 
the neck and head being suUicient to cause 
death. One witness said that Benson 
had been troubled by weak spells, but 
nothing else was brought out to show (that 
the deceased had not been in good health. 
The jury after brief consideration brought 
in the following verdiot : " The jury find 
that deceased, G. A. Benson, met his death 
from the effecta of blowa on the head in- 
flicted by some peraon or persons unknown, 
and wish to take this opportunity (o impress 
upon the proper authorities the urgent need 
of increased police protection along the 
Northern coast." C. A. Benson's death 
brings to light a peculiar faot, that three of 
the partners in his firm havo met with 
violent death. One partner was drowned 
on Mary island while gathering logs. An- 
other partner, named Sutton, while coming 
from Toby island with a man named Arm- 
strong, fell out of the boat and was drowned.

Fire. 

Nanaimo, Nov. 3 — (Special) — Captain J. 
E. Butler, ot Victoria, has been appointed 
pilot for Nanaimo district and will assume 
his now duties on December 1.

Peterson at Five Aero Lots, Chase river, 
last night. It started about 11 o'clock. No 
one was at homo at the time and in a few 
minutes tho building and contents were a 
heap of ashes. The loss is estimated at 
about $2,000.

THE lYANHOE AGAIN- 

Belief That the Crew Had Abandoned Her- 
The Owners StlU Profess Conildence 
In Her Safety. 

Skattle, Nov. .3. — Captain Hanuen of 
the schoonor William Ronton, now loading 
atBillard for Southern California, saya that 
oonvorsation ho haa had with with Captain 
Peterson, of tho Fannie Dutard, leads him 
to believe that when the Ivanboe foundered 
there was no living person on board her. 
From his talk With Captain Peterson ho 
learned that the ship was apparently not ko- 
ing steered, aa ahe waa at one minute going 
before the wind and the next falling off, 
then coming to, with sails flapping from aide 
to side. The oaptain and crow of 
tho Fannie Dutard watched tho 
strangely acting ship very careful- 
ly to uce if sho would i\nk for any 
aaaiatanco. Captain Il'iuacn thinks thai 
long before she wi;nt down the crew aban- 
doned her leaving her to her fate, Pro))ahly 
this was aomo time during tho nighD provi- 
0"8 or early that moruiuf^. In that cuso 
there is, ho thinkn, somo hope yet. They 
might have gone down after leaving the dis- 
abled ship, or Ihvy might ha.u l)eon piukud 
up by an outward-bound vchhuI and cirried 
to a foreign port. There were Bailing vcBHela 
bound to Australia, Africa unil other dln- 
tant southern ports about tho dato of tliu 
Ivanhoo's diaappoarauco. 

San FjuNCisro, Nov. 2 —P. li. Corn- 
wall, president of tho Black Diamond Coal 
Company, and principal owner of tho niiss- 
ing ooal ship, still ontertuiiis considentblo 
hope for her safety. When intorvieweil to- 
day concerning Captain Potersou's story 
Mr. Cornwall said iti did not in the least 
alter his opinion. '* From time to time," 
said he, " wreckage haa been picked up 
along the ooaat north of San Franotaco and 
reported aa being part of the Ivanhoe. 
Afterwards I have had id carefully examined 
and found that not a bit of It came from our 
vessel. The truth is, not the aligbteat evi- 
dcnoe has been found to confirm thei atorios 
of the vessel's loss, and I do not believe that 
she io lost. My opinion is that tho Ivanheo 
lost somo of her sails andspara in tho atorin 
which aho probably oucounl'TiKl shnrtly 
after aho left Souttlo on tho 27th, and bo- 
oamo disabled. I have enough conlidonco, 
however, in her safety to boliove that sho is 
now Bomewhere in the ocean making slow 
headway for this port and will arrive safoly 
before long."

Fuueral of William Kipllufi: to Take 
Place in This Ulty 
To-day. 

Some Particulars of the Association 
Tbat Has Been Called the 
"Qnixotlo Colony." 



Ibe body of William KipHng, the late 
aeoretary of the Cftnadian Co-oporntivo 
Gommonweulth, who loat his life in tho re- 
cent disaster at Shooahartie bay, now lies at/ 
Mr, T. H. Hardy'a reaidenoe, 161 Fernwood 
road, awaiting the iatermenl) which will bo 
to-day. The funeral tskea place at 2 o'clock, 
and doubtletB there will be a large attond- 
ancB. Frod Gobs, whose legs were broken 
in tho alido, hua gone to Vuucouver for Bur- 
gio*I treatniout, and Din Patterson, whoso 
injuries are confined to a broken arm, Is in 
tho hospital here. There Is general and 
genuine sympathy expresaed for tho lojurod 
men, and for the friends of poor Kipling 
whose life was terminated in so tragic and 
terrible a manner. 

Tho colony in which Kipling was promin- 
ently iniertated is not situato at Cape Com- 
meroll, as might have been gathered from 
yesterday's reter. noo to tho cubo, hut at 
Malcolm Island, whence tho mon had come 
to build Btivural honaea for aettlera who were 
cxpeoted to take up their reaidenoe at Shoo. 
shartie bay. 

The Canadian Co oporativo Common- 
wealth, of which Kipling waa general secre- 
tary, and which in a momorandum issued in 
August last announced ita intention of leek- 
ing incorporation by spooial act of parlia- 
ment at an early date, is in many parti- 
culars a unique organization. Ics businesa 
in this memorandum was outlined as being 
" to engage in every branch of lawful in- 
dustry on the principle of association instead 
of competition, and for that purposo to buy 
and sell, to own and operate, to have and to 
hold, to occupy and to enjoy all the rights, 
powers and privileges due to individuals 
under the law, in tho name of this corpora- 
tion to unite and blend life in the effort to 
make humanity better and happier ; to 
clothe the naked, to feed the hungry, to 
heal the sick, to relieve the oppressed, to 
comfort them that mourn, to bo merciful to 
others, hoping for mercy again ; to seek not 
riches or honor or place or power for aelfiah 
motives, but to bo zealous in good worka." 

No one was debarred from membership 
on account: of nue, sex or ODodition, the aa- 
sooiation rcc. gni/.iog that "in their greater 
need shall consiac their greater claim against 
this society, but no person under the asje of 
eighteen years ahaU havo a vote in the 
affiirs of this aoolefey or any adnlb peraon 
who shall be unable to read and write, and 
every voter must bis oooveraant with the 
moral law as recorded in tho oimmandments 
and the constitution of this order," 

The wage system, which is referred to as 
" but a more villainoua form of slavery," 
was especially declared against, each mem- 
ber of the society bo long as ho remained in 
its juristiiction being a joint owner in ita 
property intoreata and having an ((jual right 
to clothing, food and shelter. L.ud oico 
acquired was nob under any circiimstances 
to be sold, but to be held redeemed for all 
time for tho use of proeont and future mem- 
bers of the aeaociation. 

Section S of the memorandum of aasocia- 
tlon provided that " the medium of ex- 
change commonly known aa money shall 
not be used by the members of this organi- 
zation as such, but all commerce within the 
organization shall be carried on in the name 
of the organizition and by ita proper oiii- 
oera for that,purpoBe duly elected and quali- 
fied, and the.popular medium of exchange 
may be used only by the organization as a 
corporate body for the purpose of purchas- 
ing lands, patent rights, franohisea and 
such machinery and products as may be re- 
quired by the society, that cannot be pro- 
duced or manufactured among ita members 
and tor paying taxes and other obligations 
that cannot be otherwise satisfied." 

Ihe aaaooiation apecialiy declared in favor 
of the henb labor-saving machinery and tho 
enoonragement of invention and home manu- 
faotnreii^ The plan of operation wai, by the 
division of the working force of the society 
into degartmenta representiog the aeveral 
branofaea of industry, these departments 
each to be in charge of a chief, and the varl- 
oua branches to be worked in harmony. 
ISaoh member was bound to rcalica that in 
whatever department he was employed he 
was serving not the department alone but 
the whole commonwealth, and that bia duty 
waa to serve all and hinder oooo. 

In sections 20, 21 and 22 of tho memoran- 
dum of association the society declare that 
"Life ia the object we eeek, and the evidence 
of Time applied to iudustry \h, or ouu'ht lo 
bo, tho true medium of exchange. W'e are 
joint heirs with our fellow men in tho dovel- 
opment of natural opportunities and triumph 
ofgoniuH, and all that has boon accomplished 
in till' w>y til human progress in tho pail, 
thertifuro wo owe to our brothers and to hu- 
manity in co-oporation that surpluf product 
whicli fusulta from mtchinery and all in- 
ventions and discoveries, mechanical or 
scientiSo, the nae of which iucreaaes pro- 
duction. 

" We propose to utilize revealed force to 
relieve the heavy burdena and free the op- 
pressed who are now by rcaann cf wcaknese 
or miifortuno tho helpless viclima of a ays- 
tem of unliriciloii competition which arraya 
in umqual warfare tho arms of steel against 
the arma of fliah. Whereas tho machine is 
now the enemy of tho working man, be- 
cause it la a factor in cnmpetition against 
fafm in the vain etrugglo for money which is 
not life, we propo^o to mak« maoliinery 
man'a servant, by denying iha valae of 
money and ezaltiog Life." 

At the preient time — or rather at the time 
of the diaaater— the exeontlve of the asso- 
elation consisted of Profeaaor 6. ^1^. Aloook, 
of Vancouver ; G. H. Turner, of Mission 
City ; B. H..Wp8t, of this city ; J. A. Ting- 
ley and J. T. Wilbnrd, of Shooahartie, and 
Willlom Kipling, tho secretary, the story 
of whose awful death was told in the 
CoLONWX of yesterday.

London', Nov. 3. — A court olronlar issued 
last evening says: "Her Mojesty has re- 
caivod with the greatest concern tho Borrow- 
ful intelligence of tho fatal termination of 
tho illneaa of tho ICmperor of Rusaia. Ihe 
Queen, who ia allied with tho Kuaaian Im- 
perial family by so many ties, feels the 
warmest sympathy with the afilioted Em- 
press and her family, aa well aa with the 
young Emperor, who ia about to become by 
marriage Her Majesty's grandson, and for 
whom the Queen entertains sincere affection 
and regard." 

The Standard's St. Petersburg correspon- 
dent aays : *' The Caar'a manifeato Is re- 
ceived with open delight, probably an paral- 
lelled in the history of Russian oEBoial de- 
clarations, The dignified and almost af- 
fectionate tone is freely compared with that 
of the proclamation published upon the ac- 
oeanion of Emperor William II" 

The Standard's Vienna correspondent 
■ays : iSome time ago a deputation po- 
titioned tho Czarewltcb to intervene for the 
Russian Jews, A member of that deputa- 
tion telle me that the Cearewitch replied 
" I despise and condemn tho expulsion of 
your countrymen, but my hands are tied." 

Tho Daily Nowa has a dispatch from 
Berlin stating that Emperor VVilliam has 
appointed Nioholaa II to be chief of tho 
Guard regiment. Tho social democratic 
newspapers openly vent their hatred of 
Alexander III, referring to tho thousands 
who languish in Siberia, and the scores who 
have been executed by his orders. Nich- 
olaa IPs manifeato has made a good impres- 
Bion in Europe, eBpecially his aaaurance that 
ho will endeavor to promote tho poactful 
development of tho country. 

The St. Petereberg correspondent of the 
Central Newa aaya that tho ceremony of 
Princess Alix'a entranco into tho orthodox 
Greeic church was celebrated in the private 
chapel at Livadia yesterday. Nicholas II, 
his mother and other members of tho Im- 
perial family were present, Tho Princess 
Alix received at her baptism tho names 
Alexandria Feodarovna. The Czir after- 
ward conferred upon her the rank of -Grand 
Doohesa of the Empire. 

Paius, Nov. 3. — Emperor Nicholas, in a 
dispatch to President Perrior, announcing 
his father's death, said: " I am certain of tho 
active abate which the entire F ronch nation 
will take in onrmonrning." Replying Caai- 
mir-Perrier said : "The two groat peoplea 
remember Alexander III, who u year ago to- 
day sent a telegram to President Carnot 
whioh drew atUl closer the bonds between 
the two countries." Premier Dupuy in a 
telegram to DeGiers, the Russian foreign 
miniater, said : "Franoe ia one with Ruaaia 
in her grief, as well as in her joy, and will 
never forgot the sympathy which Ruaeia 
showed in memorable oiroumstanoes." All 
the Paris nowspiipers maintain that the 
policy of Ru8Bia will remain unchanged. 

Oiii;sKA, Nov. 3. — Tho Prince und iprincesa 
of Wuloa, who «ro on their way to Livadia, 
arrived here this morning. They wore the 
deepcat mourning. Tho I'rinceaa received a 
largo bundle of dispatohea, among them one 
from the Czirina, who said : " My hua- 
ba"d'a deatli was beautiful and Biintllko, 
Ho enjoined upon mo tho special duly 
of supporting our son In tho path 
of poaoo and godlinoag." Tho Prince and 
Princess proceedi d on an im))3riul yacht to 
Valta. After they croesed tho Ruaeian 
frontier, they found every atation nu their 
route strongly guarded by troops. The 
frontier tro-ipa are ui:<lor ordera to exorcise 
tho strictest viuilan' o, 

Sofia, Nov. 3 • ho people of the capital 
aro greatly pleui-od with Nioholaa IPs 
courtesy in answe ring directly Prince Fer- 
dinand's telegram of iiympathy. Tho Czar's 
thanks worn so cordial that the incident ia 
regarded aa tho procurnor of a reco:icilIation 
between Bulgaria and Rusaia. 

Milan, Nov. 3 — The Soooio publishes to- 
day a letter from Prince AlieoUT, a Russian 
nihilist, now in Lagano. He says that he 
Icarna from nihiiisc; aouroes which are above 
suspicion us regards trustworthiness that 
tho Czir was poisoned with small doaes of 
phoaphorus, The prooeaa of poisoning, Jie 
said, b<!gan on the lat of March laat. Alia- 
off adda : " The saviours of Rnasia will 
now be safe."

Aa it ia, lb is to 
be hoped that His Kxcollenoy and Lody 
Aberdeen will oujoy thoir visit, and take 
away with them a good impreaaion of Vic- 
toria, 

8TRANQBR THAN FIOTION. 

The sad story of the landslide at Shoo- 
shartie Bay ia another proof that truth is 
often' atran^er than fiction. The novelist 
who would introduce into his story suoh a 
scene as took place on that stormy Monday 
morning would be accused of harrowing the 
feelings of his readers by inventing a aituo- 
tion too horrible and too improbable to 
have ever been wltneased in teal life. . Who 
could imagine' the little aettlemenb being 
broken up by suoh an awful tragedy ! The 
land on which the houses of the settlers 
wore built loosened from the reck on which 
it reated, rushing down to the sea like 
an avalanche, and the settlers themselves 
buried in the ruins, A more horrible 
fate than that of poor Kipling cannot be 
imagined. Pinned to the ground by the 



fallen timber and debris he watched the 
cruel tide slowly but steadily rising. He 
could do nothing himself to escape it, and 
bho efforts of his friends wore In vain. Still 
the tide crawled in upon him,reaching high- 
er and higher. The unhappy man must 
have died a hundred deaths in as many min- 
utes. The efforts to resoue him were vain. 
Kipling muat bo loft where bo was to be 
drowntd before the: eyes of' his friends or 
the iniprisbned limb must ' be removed 
from his body. W-ta thore over an 
alternative moro horriblt.? Those who bad 
to mako the decision were in ii position 
aoarcely leaa dreadful than that of the 
doomed man. There was no time to lose in 
deliberation. Bvery seoond was precious, 
The decision arrived at was the only reason- 
able one, Thore was some hope of Bs.viug 
Kipling's life if the imprisoned foot were out 
off. Death waa certain to overtake him if 
ho was allowed to remain where ho was a 
few momenta longer. Thore were no sur- 
gioal instrnments at hand v^there was not 
even a ohanoe to use the rough tools the res- 
cuers had effectively. The man was liber- 
ated after having endured an agq of torture. 
That he did not ourvive his liberation long 
is what might bii expected. The whole 
scene waa terribly dramutio, and would, if 
it were desoribed in a work of fiction, be 
pronounced altogether unreal. Truth was 
in this oase stranger than the boldest 
fiction. 



ANTITOXINa. 



The new oure for diphtheria appears to 
be working Butiafactorily. It has boon tried 
in many hospitals both in Europe and 
America. Xbe oonolnsion arrived at seema 
to be i;hat it is not a preventive of the dis- 
ease. It does not act as the vaccine matter 
acta with reapeob to the amallpox. Bat 
when it is administered to persona suffering 
from the disease, particularly in its earlier 
Btagea, the beat results follow, Professor 
Virchow, an eminent German physician, 
aays that the anti-toxlne treatment " has 
the effect of protecting the person treated 
from diphtheria for weeks and possibly for 
months, but that it remains to be demon- 
strated whether the effect ia permanently or 
really curative." 

To produce the bsst results the anti-tox- 
ine should be administered when the disease 
first ahows itaalf. When thia is dona the 
patient is almost sure to recover, but when 
the disease ia well advanced recovery ia not 
so certain. Thia muat be borne in mind 
when considering the examples given of hos- 
pital treatment. In many of those treated 
the diseaae bad arrived at suoh a stage that 
a oure wonid be almost a miracle ; bnt evfn 
with this drawback the diminution of mor- 
tality is most remarkable. In the children's 
hospital at Paris, where in the preoeding 
fonr years there had been .3,971 caaes with a 
mortality of ul,7l per cent., in the six 
montlia [ending July 24 there were in the 
hospital 448 oaaes. and the anti-tozine treat- 
ment rednced the mortality to 24^ per cent. 
Under the old treatment more than half of 
the diphtheria oaaes died ; when the anti- 
toxine was used leaa than a fourth of the 
case^ were fatal. And it must be remem- 
bered that many of the latter oaaes were 
past cure when they entered the hoapltaL 
" During the same period in another Faria 
hoapital there were 500 casss treated in the 
old way, and 316 or 63 per cent, were fatal. 
In the Emperor and Empress Frederick 
hospital at Berlin, where the record for 
three years bad shown a mortality of 
about 40 per cent, in 1,081 oaaea, the 
use of anti'toxine for five months 
of thia year radnoed the mortality 
to 14 per cent, or to II per cent, if certain 
cases already moribund when the remedy 
was applied be excapted." The diff'erenoe 
of mortality here ia very atriking. In the 
former example considerably more than one- 
half the patients died, while In the latter, 
owing to the use of anti-toxlne, the mor- 
tality was less than one-eighth. There are 
Amorioan physicians now in Europe who are 
making a special study of the effect of anti- 
toxine as a cure for diphtheria. One of 
them has already reported favorably of ib. 
The remedy has been used in only one of the 
United Statea hospitals as yet, and in that 
but two patients have been inoculated. We 
have not heard of its being tried in any 
Canadian institution. 

It is to bo hoped that the anti-toxine will 
prove o sure euro for diphtborla. It is a 
dreadful disease, and if a remedy has been 
found for it, the man that has discovered it 
is one of the greatest benefactors of man- 
kind that over lived. Ibseems to be making 
its way In the medical profession very 
slowly. \Vq read that a quantity of anti- 
toxine WOB rooolvod in Boston in Februory, 
and that no physioian could bo induced to 
use it.

Now, tho 
Albion Ironworks niHchioo shop is certainly 
far behind in the number of lathes, tools 
and BuiuU machinery. Sevorol of their 
lalesb lathes and tools are of thoir own'oon- 
sbruotion, from tho drawiui; of the plans 
and 'iiakirig of tho pntturna. The castings 
being inudo uudur tho Bupervision of the 
boyB at tho city foundcius. 

flumbing, painting, bootmaking and 
tailoring ore also taught in like uiunnor, 
Whon ailviaable tho boya are takon iu sots 
through the foandrles, tnaohine shops, plan- 
ing mills, or wherever any special piece of 
work ia their' departmonb is being 
opef^ted upon and everything tx- 
plainsd as the work progreasoa 
The applications are alwaya far ahead of the 
opuninga in, all the branches, Each boy is 
givon the option of ohooaiDg any, one brauoh 
ho thinks himself fitted for, but the lastruo- 
tor haa the right to reject him if he proves 
himself nnflb after a fair trial. 

One hour a day is devoted to these classes, 
and it Is so now that nearly all tho boya in 
a olsas go to some %l the bratichef; those 
who do nob go n'e generally studying some 
extra sub] 00 1 which thoy do during that 
hour. 

On leaving the school those boys having 
the necessary oortiQoiito of fatnoas from thoir 
iustruotor are tukun into whatever trade 
they follow up aa Eocand year'a apprentices, 
which is a niout decided advuiitiigo, ua thuy 
eaciipe all the dirty work and tlrudgory c)f 
tho tirat year and have tho beueiit of tho in- 
creased wages. 

In u girls' school a similar course is fol- 
lowed. Baking and ccoking, pUin uuil 
fancy, washing, ctarahing, ironing, knit- 
ting, mending and dressmaking are carried 
on as regular qUbbos. At nigbti tho 
same arrangement iu gone through to still 
larger cliitaea, generally workipg people or 
those othorwiso engaged. 

At still another scliool, a High Euhool, tho 
girls, or rather young women, when I bey 
leave are thoroughly grounded in pruclicAl 
;domestic economy. Cloth for clothing and or- 
dinary household wares of all kinds sio 
brought Into school and the material used in 
the making thoroughly cxplaiced. 

Every board tobool teaches one or more 
of the Bubjecbi taught by the schools I have 
referred to, but time and space, forbid ine 
going into detail. Beaidea theaa day classes 
a few of the fifteen night soboola have the 
same thing in operation in various degrees, 
some of their subjects being 1st, 2nd and 3rd 
grade freehand model, geometry, and per- 
apeotive drawing, bnildihgl oonstruotinn, 
machine and arobiteotural drawing and de- 
signing, soand, beat, light, ohemiatry, etc., 
eto. ' ^' ' ' ;■ 

Edinbargh, Glaegow and Dundee 'are 
ahead of Abordeon iu thia respect, having 
started maoh earlier. All through Eugland 
and Wales are cities having Qne achoola, the 
tineat being in the oity of Bradford.

With that ond in viow one of tho large storo- 
rOOths in tho basement of one of the Bovoral 
wings was cleaned out, six double joiners' 
benches wore put in, six complete Beta of 
joinera' tools were gob and a atook of tho 
various sizes and kinds of lumber. 

A first-clasa millwright and general joiner 
was the first instructor, and ho with six 
boys started what has now become the most 
important feature in a school of about one 
hundred boys.

Abereu Will Stand Els Trial at tbe 
Assizes-No Defence Wit- 
nesses Called- 

TiionownotoriouB Trade Dollar oiee, which 
Ima been in progreea In tho city police court 
for tho greater part of a week, passed oul of 
that oourt yesterday morniDg, Mugiatrata 
Macrae oommitting Joseph Aberea, pro- 
prietor of the aaloon In qnestioD, to stand 
his trial at tho fall assizes on tho L'Oth in- 
stant for tho thofb of tho missing f.tliO. 
There was no remarUublo or particularly in- 
teresting evidence produced ut the laat day's 
hearing, tho polico devoting their atteatioD 
to connecting and strengthening where poa- 
Bible the links In tho chain of evidonae, atid 
the defence declining to cM any witneseeB- 
in the lower court. 

Diclc George told what ho knew of the 
"treating" done by the g\tl Josey Ed- 
wards In the laloon on tho Tuesday morn- 
ing ; Joe Levy gave evidoDoe of servinit her 
and the proaeoutor Huasey with breakfaab 
at his reatanrant, for which Huaaey paid' 
with a twenty dollar bill ; and J. W. Brown, 
a licenaed baokman, referred to a sail hs 
had answered from the Trade Dollar at 8:30' 
Tucaday morning, when he saw there Josey 
Edwards, Miller tho bartender, Aheron and 
another man whom bo believed to be Hub- 
soy, the prosecutor ; ho did not, however, 
see tho accused take $330, or any other aum.. 
from iho prosecutor, 

Sam. Hunnen, to whom the money in th» 
case belonged, described the Incidents of the 
meeting with Josey Edwards and her wo- 
man friend in tho restauront. Ho was- 
drunk at tho time Huaaoy took tho money 
from his pocket, but on being told of tho 
ooourrenoe had said that iti was all right — 
he had supposed Huasey was going to loavo 
tho money at tho King's Head, where it 
would have boon taken care of for him. He 
next taw Hussey in the evening, when the 
prosecutor told him that ho left tho money 
ot the Trade Dollar. They went together 
to tho saloon in question but. failed to got 
anytraco of thomoney. OaWndnoaday morn- 
ing went there again with Huaaey and Of- 
ficer Cameron of the oity police, and in an- 
wer to a question of Huaaoy'a the bartender 
Miller had then aaid that he (tho prosecut- 
or) had apent seven or eight dollars in the 
house for drinks. Then a little later Miller 
had made tho amount ten dollars, and then 
fifteen. OfBcer Cameron asked him what 
he meant by giving these different amounts, 
and he (Miller) had then said to split the 
difTerenoe between ton and fifteen and call 
it twelve dollars. Aheren had said at this 
time that Hussey had apent a few dolUrs in 
the hoase, and had had a lew drinks. Ab- 
eren had also told his bartender if be knew 
anything about the money to say so. 

To Mr. Belyea, Hunnen said that he had 
known Hoaaey abont seven years ; Haasey 
on retoroing to 127' Johnson street had told 
him that he had the money when he weab 
into the Trade Dollar and did not have ib 
when he came oat The bartender waa aboab 
half drunk on the Wednesday, 

Mr. Belyea— He was half drunk? Whab 
does that mean? Just give mo a clear de- 
finition. 

" Well," replied the witness, "if a per- 
son was to take twelve glasses to get drunk, 
I suppoae ho might bo desoribed as halt 
drnnk when he'd had obout six drinks." 

Constable Cameron gavo evidence as to 
the part be has played in the affiir, and 
Sergeant Walker oloaed the case. He re- 
ferred to the arrest of Aheren, and to his 
remark while on the road to the station that 
" it was a nice thing to charge a man with 
stealing money he'd never soph the nolor of." 

The accused had notbiog to say when 
asked the formal qneation in this regard, 
and waa then committed for trial, bail being 
aooepted. 

" COEPOBATION METHODS. " 

To THE tuiTon : — In answer to an inquir- 
er, signing himself Victoria West, 1 will 
give you a few facts. Peter Hansen re- 
moved all rubbish from hack of brewery 
(which Victoria Weat calls back yard, but 
iaLime atreet) only the day before the city 
workmen oarae to work. The city's men 
were grading Lime street, so that we, at onr 
own expense, oould lay a plank roadway. 
The taxes for the property facing on Lime 
street amounted to $62 88 for the year 1891. 
and this one day's work for four men and 
one horse and cjirt oonstitutoa the whole 
amount of work executed around the brew- 
ery for the space of five years, and cue 
wagons have been up to their axles in mad 
every winter. The aidewalk In front of the 
brewery is not laid on a gazetted road and 
tho street committee should not he oensured 
by people ignorant of facts, and no doubc 
byl nothing but a temperance crank working 
against a brewery.

As far as possible it is wisest to select 
materials for piano covers wide enough 

to avoid BGam.s. This is especially neoes- 
saiy for tliu cover of a .square piano. 
Fortunately tliero aro a nundier of fab- 
rics now obtainablo which lend them- 
selves particularly well to tliis special 
decoration. Tho Roman or silk sbeetiiiK 
comes in many shades — blue, pink, 
v.'hito, gold, groon and terra cotta pink. 
It is about .50 inches wide and i.s ex- 
tremely .soft and pliable. Art .satin also 
comes in many shades. It is nearly its 
wide/as tho Roman sheeting. Mail oloth 
is a' little heavier than the others, but 
equally beautiful, although a little more 
diOioult to embroider upon. Especially

attractive for embroidery purposes aro 
tho colored lineii.s, (U)iiiin^,', as they do, 
in tho liKbt and darker sliadi'S of color. 
They aro not so wido as tho .ahovo men- 
tioned materials, hut will bo found par- 
ticularly suitable for tlie cover of an up- 
rifjlit piano, as they form a beatitifnl 
back-^'round. China silk is) always avail- 
ble. 

As an u]irig!it piano stands most fre- 
quently out from tho wall and is placed 
BO that the bnok is toAvard the entrance 
to tho room, where it is much seen, it 
has becomo Jiocessary to have drapery 
for the back as well as the top and front. 
A design of orchids, given in an illus- 
tration in Ladies' Home Journal, shows 
the back and top for a cover for an up- 
rifjlit piano. It may bo worJced iu two 
sections. Tlio two porti(5ns, embroidered 
as shown, would be very handsome, but 
a selection of tlio di\si},'n may In.! luado 
and simjily tbo back embroidered, the 
front and top being loft unadorned, 
making the cover mnoh less expensive. 

Much of tho beauty of tho tone of a 
piano is lost by putting heavy orna 
monts on the top of tho case, a reverber- 
ating sound boing caused by them as 
well as an injury to the piano by their 
M-oight. Carefully covered with a cloth, 
embroidored in an artistic manner, upon 
which may rest the pholograplis of a 
few of our famous composers, lightly 
framed, tlio piano is suflieiently adorned. 

Grape Jelly and Preserves. 

For jelly select ripe grapes, free them 
from stems and mash thorn thoroughly. 

Cook thoin slowly in a closely covered 
kettle for ii.) luimites without adding 
water. Kqueezo out tho juico, add a 
pound of sugar to each pint of juit;o 
and boil for ^0 minutus. Green grapo 
jtdly is mado iu tbo same way. After 
weighing the sugar heat it iu an oven 
previous to adding to tho juico. 

For preserves freo tho fruit from 
stems and skins, put it into tho preserv- 
ing kottlo aud cook until tho seeds aro 
loose. Strain the grapes, weigh with 
their skins and to every pound allow a 
pound of sugar, Put tho fruit again 
into tho ])reM i vi)ig kettli', and when it 
begins to boil add tho sugar aud cook 
slowly for half an hour or longer. 

Spiced giMpcs are fiuo. To 5 pounds 
of graiws alloAvl! iinuiids of sugar, a 
pint of vini'Har, a tabli'spiiinifiil of (doves 
and one of ciniiamou. Boil the pulps of 
tlio grape and strain; then add skins, vin- 
egar, sugar and spices and boil for an 
hour.

replied elcquently in tho followieg words, 
his voice eoundiug clear and ringiog through 
the vast hall ; 

I'oiir Honor, Mr. Mayor, Oenllemen o/ 
the Munieipalitif, liodiea and QenUe-. 
men > 

This address, with iti> loyal snntimcntn 
uiul its cordial greeting, iu a manifustatlou 
which assuredly recoivis our warmest 
thtiiiU.i We uru glad to find iiursolves iu 
Victuriu,. We have arrived under pleaolog 
and auapieious oircumstauocs. After trav- 
ersing a lakn tiko sea in an excellent utouiner 
uuderlliu efficient guidance of tho ouptain 
of tliat vcBsel, who received and treated ua 
with every courtesy and attention, w 
came within sight of Victoria in time t 
admire thu beautiful scenery of its siir 
rouudiugs, and also in time to expei 
ienco a welomo and a greeting 
on tho part of the assoinblod 
concourse that shows that tho sentiments of 
this address are iudced no mere formal 
utterance, but that they are endorsed and 
ratified iu no uncertain manner by the 
loyal and public spirited inhabitants of this 
oity. (Loud oheera ) 

The aatisfantiou with which wo have 
looked forward to a visit to Victoria ,vill 
not be diminished I think by the oonsidera- 
tion that this poaitson of our present 
j>urney forms as it were the turning point, 
may I not say the urowning point (renewed 
cheering) of a tour whioh we certainly 
shall always remember with fselioea of un- 
mixed satisfaotion. I refer espeaially to the 
remsrkable aind sustained demonstrations 
which we have observed in all parts of tho 
Dominion from Halifax and Quebec to this 
city of Vtctoria — demonstrations of loyally, 
of publio spirit and of kindly feeliog. 
(Cheers ) And no) only so, but unless I am 
muoh mistaken there are evidenoes every 
whereof an increasing reo ignition of tbe 
oneoess of thia groat Dominiou of Canada. 
(Loud c'leers.) I mean that tho proviuoea 
of which it is onmpoBed while recognizing of 
course their indivuiual and separate charuo- 
toristics and rcsnuruea, are yet more and 
more reoognizin^ u!bu tho advantage and tho 
beoetir of tho corporate existence and form 
of tho Dominion as such. (Cheers) And I 
think these evidences are the more interest- 
ing because I om well aware tho time la not 
so far diBtuut since an allusion to that topic 
would have required to bo made willi cjn- 
siderablo cautiou on tho purt of any 
public rliicial in certain purta of thu 
Dominion, in whioh I would inoludo British 
Columbia. And even now I can quite un- 
derstand that there ore very many who 
would prefer to bo excused from spoakiug in 
terms of enthusiasm aa regards confedera- 
tion. They would say that ihoy acquiesce in 
that political event but they would rather 
not be expected to go inte rhapsodiea on tho 
subject, 13ub at the same time I think there 
is u 8te.idy Blrengtheuing in this attitude of 
ooDourreooe which is perhaps beoomiog 
more and more oonviotlon, whioh in time 
will perhaps give place to mote and more 
cordial and hearty support. (Cheers ) I 
have no donbt that we are largely in- 
debted for this' attitude and this pub 
lie diapoaition to the great railituy 
which has been created within tho lasL 
ton years, and wo may, I trust, also hope 
that even tho tour of a Governor-Gonorol 
inay indirectly to somu extent have tho 
eHeot of promoting this sense of a common 
country and a common interest. (Hear, 
hear, and cheers ) I am aware that one of thu 
moat gifted and tloiiuentof my predecessora 
uttered words to this effect. Ho said, when 
speaking of such a tour aa that in whioh we 
have boon engaged, " It is of some benefit 
as exemplifying with what spnntanoous 
unanimity of language the entire D.iminion 
has declared its laitb in itself, in its destiny, 
in ita oonnection with tho Mother Country 
and in the well ordered freedom of a consti- 
tutional monarchy." And while wo 
reoogni/.e thia aapect we must not 
be supposed to Ignore or forgot tho dia- 
tinotive oharaoteriatics and the element of 
autonomy aa regards all matters of looal 
governmont which distinguish each of the 
provinces of the Dominion. Juab as tho 
viootcbman and Eoglisbman each is pro(.d 
of their respective countries, yet both are 
alike prond to be members of the British 
Empire— so tbe respective provinces of the 
Dominion believe in tbomaelvca aa distinot 
portions of the country and may yot bo 
proud to belong to one great whole, aa Can- 
ada herself ia not forgetting her pride and 
confidence in herself when proud to bo a por- 
tion of iho great Britiah Empire. (Great 
heering ) 

With rcgirdto other aapeots in your ad- 
droDS, let mo say that I hail with greot 
aatisfaction tho proof whii.h this ad- 
dress furnishes of that oharcotoris- 
oonfidoncp, hopefulness and trust 
thu resources of the oonntry hero 
.'ufiio ited, Of oouiao we are all awaro that 
thU, like other portions of tbe world, has 
been subjeotcd to a period of trial in the 
matter of depreasion of trade ; but that ovi 
dently is not rei{arded as oauae for deepond- 
nncy bat as oaaie for increased vigilance, 
oarnestneas and watohfulnosB, and wa may 
also congratulate ourselves thatif thisdeproa 
ion lua been folt hero wo have reason to 
bolieva that it haa been folt much more 
keenly in other places. (Hear, hoar.) 

As to llio aspect of railway oxtenBioii, you 
can easily understand that while I cannot 
be expected to enter upon that subject, I for 
one would regard with peculiar aati^fuction 
any scheme doalgnod for tho general dovol- 
opment of the country on a Urge and com- 
prehonaivo soalo. (Cheers.) 

I ask you to accept again tho assurance 
of tho thanks of Lidy Aberdeen and myself 
for thia welcome on your part. We cannot 
fail to be iniproased also with tho magnifi- 
cent decorations of this vast hall. We no- 
tico the peculiarly kindly soutimonta in ad 
dition to those ot constitutional and heart- 
felt loyalty whioh are recorded on theae 
wails. As to the auggeated invitation that 
thia may ouly be the preface to a future 
visit, I should like to remind you that we 
have nut allowed a very large portion of the 
time of oar official visit to eiapae before we 
found onraolves in Viotoria. (Greatobeerlog) 
I need soarcoly aay therefore that we may 
r 'nBonFihly hope that before long we may 
once more find outsolvee within your genial 
hospitable preainata(reD«wcd cheering), 
and though I may perhaps be raah — at leaao 
for a Sootohman — when I allude to one more 
personal aapect of the matter, I may aay 
that while as has boon noticed in some quar 
tf'B I showed my confidence in Canada aa a 
whole by securing some acres of land with- 
in hor borders— tho particular portion of 
Canada I soleoted for that purpose happonod 
to bo Britiah Columbia, And although, of 
oourso, ft (Jovernor-Goneral must not 
render himself liublo to oritioiBm by 
looking too closely after his owu 
private allairs, still even a Governor-General 
niuat have a holiday. (Laughter and 
oheera). And if ho spends it on those acres, 
I do not think anybody will find fault — 
eapecUlly if it enables htm to make tho 
acquaintance of those important centres 
with which It is his duty to make himself 
familiar. (Cheers.) 

Our visit on this oooaalon to your city may 
be of abort duration, bub I hope that uudoi- 
the guidance of your public oiSolale, which 
will, I trust, bo forthcoming, we may be 
able to visit your public institHtions, and 



also to ponettato into the interior of tho 
land, to which wo shall look forward with 
pleasure. 

I Diuab not detain you longer, but will 
again thank you for tbe attention given tu 
my informal remarks. (Loud oheerc.) 

Led by Mayor Teague tbe throng of peo- 
ple sent np throe mighty cheers for the 
Oovernpr-General and the Countess- of 
Aberdeen. 

Hia ExaolleDcy in oxpreaaing hia thanka 
took the opportunity of voicing the picbsure 
he felt at bis reception, and the very excel- 
lent manner in whioh the reception commit- 
tee had . carried out thd y^ribiis arrange- 
ments. He then proposed three cheers for 
tho Lieuc.-Governor, whioh wore given with 
a will, and three ohcers for the' Queen, 
which wero responded to with onthuniaam. 

The jiipora in their tartana took up a po- 
sition at tho font) of tho daia and played tho 
" Cook o' tho North." Then all who wiahod 
were prrisented to tho Governor-General and 
the Countess, tho long lino of people as they 
Wt-ro introducod passing along from ono aide 
of tho duia to tho other. 



YICT01iIA.'S (QUESTS. 

Tbe Busy Career of Canada's Governor-Gen- 
eral and Ills DlBtlngDlsUed Consort. 

Tho Earl of Aberdeen, the head of the 
diatioguished vice-regal party who arc at 
preaent visiting Victoria, ia in view of tho 
important offices he has filled, a compara- 
tively yoaoi{ man and has in bla career 
amply illustrated tbe fsgt that there being 
plenty of room at the top, it is by no means 
necessary for ability and energy to await 
tho advent of grey heirs to arrive there. A 
younger son of a famons family it, however, 
appeared that for lack of opportunity be 
might be oompellid to remain in the baok- 
ground for a somewhat protracted period, no 
matt er the talents with whioh he was endowed. 
The death of his brother in 1870 opened to 
him the doors of the House of Lords, where, 
young as ho was— only twenty-throo yoara 
of ago — much was anticipated from him oa 
tho aon of a former Prime Minister of Kng- 
land at a time when pages of its history wore 
written which recorded tho gravest inter- 
national complications as well aa mattcra nf 
the most serious importanus to homo and 
foreign interests. Back of this, former 
members of tho Aberdeen-Gordon family 
hud made their mark in the world, and aa 
heir to all this tho young John Campbell had 
manifestly au important part to play, or ho 
must bo rof.;arded aa of a dilferent mould to 
hia aiicoatora. Soon after entering tho 
chamber of Peera he made a remarkable 
speech — his maiden elTjrt— on a motion 
for a select coniniittee to iL({uiro 
into tho Bubjoco of railway aocidonts. Fow 
Peers would ho suppoacd to be posted on all 
the details of ruuning a railway eneine, 
nevertheless Hia Lordship, who as a boy 
had had a hobby in thia dirpotina, ond in- 
deed could handle an engine as well as a 
professional, was equal to the ocjasion and 
at once secured the attention of his peers. 
The oonjmission which ho in conjunction 
with Lord de la Warr advocated was voted 
and on the rstiremetit of theDake of Buck- 
ingham from the ohairmanahip, Lord Aber- 
deen euoccrded to tho position. 

Lord Aberdeen w^a aonno time after ap- 
pointed chuirn an of tho " Plimaoll " ooni- 
misBion to inquire into tho wholesale de- 
struction t.f the lives of sailors by sending 
colfiu ships to eca, and here his signal fitnees 
for the duties of the office wero demon- 
strated, the widely contcnoing elements of 
v/hich the commisbion was composed warmly 
testifying to hia impartiality and aptitude 
for the duties when ho retired to accept tho 
vice royalty of Ireland. Probably no more 
arduous task could be assigned to any man. 
The Homo Rule party boycotted 
^' the Castie," tbe official residence of 
Britain's Lord-Lieutenant, while the 
'Unioniats, aa they termed themselves, 
denounced the Gladstone government and 
all its works and ofiiaialr. Lord Aberdeen, 
however, managed to live down all the op- 
position and ill-will, and became probably 
the most popaUr pnblio man in Ireland. 
But he had, as it were, to undergo a bap- 
tiam of fire. No weakling, but a man of 
nerve was needed to dUsobarge tbe duties 
and dispense the funotiona of the ofiBce. It 
was impossible at any lime to imagine the 
Interpretation whioh wonid be given to any 
private or ofiijlal act. On the occasion of a 
meeting soon after hia aoeptance of office, 
to discuss distress in tho West of Ireland 
and dovlso means for its relief, His ICxcol- 
loncy expressed hia intention of attending. 
Ho was warned of tho risks to wliich lie 
might be exposing hiiiiaelf, but he peraiated 
io his expreaacd intention. Driving iu ntato 
to tho Maniion Houae ho paaaod tlirough an 
immense concourse whioh know not whether 
to hiss or to cheer, but as he entered the 
hall tho pent up uncertainly was broken by 
choera from thousands of throats that were 
intensified aa hia Excellcuoy requested to be 
introduced to the up till thon notorioua 
Fenian and ex convict, Michael Davitt, and 
iu presenco of an exoitcd and deeply inter- 
tod auJionoe shook him warmly 
by tho hand, thus pledging his friend- 
hip for tbe oauae ot whioh Davitt 
was regarded as one of the martyrs. Never 
was an Irish governor more popular than 
Lord Aberdeen became, and the occasion of 
hia departure was that of a dcmonatration 
unparalleled in tho records of modern Irish 
hiatory. 

But throughout hia career Lord Aberdeen 
had a worthy liulpmoet in tho lady whom 
ho married. Sho waa tho daughter of tho 
lato Lord Tweedmouth, formerly Sir 
Dudley Coutts Marjuribanka, for many years 
head of the banking houso of Coutts Co. 
Stie ia a woman of splendid tact and won 
dorful ability, and is at the same timo per- 
meated with a thorough dosiro to co-operate 
with her husband in all tho ephorea of 
usefulness in whioh ho ia engaged. Sho is 
one who does groat thinge, but in carrying 
them out never loses sight of the little 
things which help to make np and perfect 
the great objects she has In view. Her sym- 
pathiea— whioh are natnrally that way— ap- 
pear to have found their bett outlet in pro- 
viding for the wants of the poorer classes in 
Ireland, while t^o>e of Bogland and Scot- 
land are never forgotten. Among the dom- 
estica and retainers of the Aberdeen estates 
sho established tho "Onward and Upward" 
society, which ot thu present timo has its 
ramlfioatlonn throughout tho United King- 
dom and in Canada also. Sho establinhed 
the Irish ludustrieii Association whioh occu- 
pied auoh a prominent position at tho 
World's Fair haa been so heartily endorsed 
wherever it has been introduced. Sho ia 
president of tho Women's Liberal Fodora- 
tioii, ono of the planka ot wheao platform is 
tho onfrunohisoriiorit of women and the im- 
provement of their condition in every way. 
L idy Aberdeen edits tho inoresslDgly popu- 
lar monthly miigi'zino "Ojward and Up- 
ward," whoso nuuio sufliciently explains its 
ainiK, while hor thirteen-year old daughter, 
tho L'idy Marjorie, oooduc a a child'a paper 
entitled " Woo Willio Winkle." 

Tho diatioguiahed ocoupanta of Ridoau 
Hall, to which Lord Aberdeen waa called on 
the retirement of Lord Derby, are hleased 
with four ohildron — Lady Marjorie, Lord 
Haddo, Hoc. Dudley and Hon, Archie Gor- 
don, who aro juat us natural and just aa 
happy boya and gitls as are to be found in 
Canada, devoid of those preteocea frequently 
found in circles far less entitled to lay olaim 
to them.
